Continued Prosecution Application 



1. The request filed on July 2, 2003 for a Request For Continued Examination (RCE) under 
37 CFR 1.114 based on parent Application No. 09/276,042 is acceptable and a RCE has been 
established. An action on the RCE follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Pintar 
(U.S. Patent No. 4,866,762) in view of August et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,563,933). 

Regarding claims 7 and 8, Pintar teaches a method for programming call restricting 
apparatus 10 and uses a permanently disconnected toll-firee line which is always allowed to 
obtain a clear line which is fi-ee fi*om further service attempts by the central office exchange 
(colunm 2, lines 56-67). Pintar fails to teach that a caller telephone number in a validation table 
should be checked to determine whether or not the call should be allowed. However, August et 
al. teach that a caller telephone number is checked to determined whether a call originated 
outside of permitted geographic area and if it is, the system offers the caller option to pay for the 
call (column 5, lines 10-26). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
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the art at the time the invention was made to incorporate the use of giving the caller option to pay 
for the call taught by August et al. into the method disclosed by Pintar in order to provide a caller 
a better service in case the call is not permitted or blocked. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 7 and 8 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. McConnell (U.S. Patent No. 5,701,419) teaches a telecommunications service 
creation apparatus and method.
